Sir Charles Fleming was an eminent scientist whose long association as 
friend and benefactor of Auckland Museum had begun with his member¬ 
ship of Dr Powell’s Boys' Shell Club in the 1930s. 

Dr A.W.B.Powell was an Honorary Life Member of the Institute and 
Museum, and a long serving former staff member. He was appointed 
Conchologist and Palaeontologist in 1929, and became Assistant Director 
in 1936, a position he held until his retirement in 1968. He became an 
Honorary Research Fellow upon his retirement, and was made an 
Honorary Life Member in 1973. His lifetime's research in conchology 
made him a world authority. In his enthusiasm to pass on his knowledge to 
others, especially the young, he was a museum curator par excellence. 

Rev Dr A.B.Catley was a regular weekly volunteer in the Museum 
Library for over fifteen years. His friendly and cheerrful help will be 
greatly missed. 


Institute Meetings 

Following a review by the Institute Committee, it was decided to hold 
some of the lectures during the day, with the programme orientated more 
strongly to the Museum and its collections. This change met with an en¬ 
thusiastic response from members, and a good attendance was reported at 
all of these lectures. Several lectures and other special functions were 
held in the evenings, to try to cater for as broad a section of the member¬ 
ship as possible. 

Members were also invited to special evening receptions associated 
with the exhibitions Te Aho Tapu and The Firth Dinosaurs. Both of these 
were very successful, with over seven hundred and fifty members taking 
the opportunity to view the dinosaur exhibition. 

Two further field trips for members were held during the year. The trip 
held in 1986 to sites of the First Waikato War was repeated very success¬ 
fully by Dr Prickett, and a weekend trip to the Bay of Islands visiting 
archaeological and historic sites was conducted by Dr Prickett and Ms 
Reynolds in November. 
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The annual lecture to senior secondary school pupils in honour of the 
memory of former Museum Director Sir Gilbert Archey was given by 
Professor P.S.Jackson. School of Engineering. University of Auckland. 
Prof. Jackson's highly topical subject was The Engineering of KZ7. Be¬ 
cause of the high level of interest in the New Zealand challenge for the 
America's Cup. the lecture was attended by a very enthusiastic audience. 

Gifts. Grants and Bequests 

The Museum continues to receive strong support from corporate 
bodies, government agencies and community organisations by way of 
gifts, grants and sponsorship. Notably this year, there was a strong level of 
support for special exhibitions from corporate organisations, with the 
Museum attracting its highest level of support ever from outside sponsors. 

As referred to in more detail below by the Director, New Zealand Steel 
Limited provided major sponsorship for Te Aho Tapu, in relation both to 
the exhibition itself and the associated book. In addition, they provided a 
substantial advertising programme to publicise the exhibition. Agfa- 
Gevaert generously assisted with the poster and catalogue for the photo¬ 
graphic exhibition Whakaahua. 

Firth Concrete Products Ltd were the sponsors for The Firth Dinosaurs, 
providing both financial backing and promotional and marketing skills. 
The Electricity Corporation of New Zealand brought the holographic 
exhibition FutureSight to the Museum, and arranged the associated pro¬ 
motion. NZl-Life and C.S.L. Novo Pty Ltd made valued contributions by 
assisting in bringing The Apothecary’s Shelf exhibition from Melbourne, 
for exhibition at the Museum. 

The undoubted success of all these exhibitions is due in very large 
measure to the willingness of these sponsors to enter into this partnership 
with the Museum. 

The New Zealand Lottery Board of Control made several grants to the 
Museum during the year. It paid $22,665 towards the salary and expenses 
of the Museums Liaison Officer. It granted $75,000 to subsidise the dev¬ 
elopment work in display and storage in the Maori Gallery. It also made a 
grant of $5,000 for the purchase of a computer to assist in the analysis of 
results from Dr Gill’s ongoing study of whiteheads on Little Barrier Is¬ 
land, and it assisted with the publication of part of the Museum’s Records 
with a grant of $2,000 to the Offshore Islands Research Group. 

The Disney Art Trust established by the late Charles Disney has been 
an invaluable source of funds for the purchase of objects for the Applied 
Arts collections. The Trustees, NZI Guardian Trust, this year granted 
$47,415, which is very greatly appreciated. The Auckland Savings Bank 
made a grant of $8,000 towards the Maori collections storage develop¬ 
ment, and the Logan Campbell Residuary Estate granted $7,000 for the 
development of new displays relating to World War One. The Bank of 
New Zealand made a donation of $3,000 to support the work of the 
Museum, the first time a donation has been received from the Bank. The 
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Department of Internal Affairs granted $7,333.33 to assist with the admin¬ 
istration of the Antiquities Act. 

Mrs M.M. Fletcher and family established the Bruce Fletcher Flag 
Trust in memory of her husband the Museum's former Senior Attendant, 
to assist in the purchase of flags for flying from the Museum building. The 
Picot Family Trust presented $1,000. which the Council resolved to use 
for the purchase of an item for the collections to be identified as purchased 
from the Trust's donation. Mr R.A.Yock made a donation of $3050 from 
the R.A.Yock Charitable Trust. A bequest of $5(X) was received from the 
estate of Mr D.F.Whitmore. 

Members generously contributed $4,717 towards the Members' Lib¬ 
rary Purposes Fund and $1,801 to the Collections Purchase Fund. Mem¬ 
bers also generously supported an appeal I made to assist with replace¬ 
ment of curtains in several Museum departments. 

Many provincial local authorities have continued their voluntary contri¬ 
butions to the Museum. These contributions are listed at the end of my 
report. 

It gives me great pleasure to acknowledge this support for the Museum 
from all those organisations and individuals from whom we received mon¬ 
etary contributions during the year. 

Attendances 

More than one million visitors came to Auckland Museum during the 
year. With the special attractions of Te Aho Tapu and the associated 
exhibitions, and The Firth Dinosaurs, as well as the Museum's many other 
attractions, the number of visitors rose to 1,028,026, an increase of 18 
percent over 1986-87 and fully one third higher than attendances only four 
years ago. 

In conclusion, may I express my thanks to members of the Council for 
their continuing work for the Museum, to the Museum staff, and to the 
many people who assist the Museum voluntarily.

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Chairman of the Trust Board 

The Board met during the year to consider the share portfolio received 
from the bequest of Dr Spedding. It was resolved to sell some of the 
shares and make reinvestments to maximise the value of the bequest. 
Substantial gains were achieved, through the high market value of some 
of the shares in the original portfolio. 

The Board also resolved to sell the property in Newmarket which 
formed the Cooke Family Gift, income from which is used to support the 
Museum Library. This action was taken in full consultation with Mr Cooke 
and the firm of W.L.Cooke Ltd. which occupied the building. Their coop¬ 
eration is much appreciated. High property values in Newmarket made 
this decision a prudent one. Reinvestment of the proceeds to ensure 
continued income for the Cooke trust was under consideration at year's 
end. 

Tenancy of the Vaile Trust property at Manukau City has altered 
slightly, with one of the former tenants now leasing the whole building. 
This is a most satisfactory arrangement, and provides a secure tenancy 
situation for the building. 

I am grateful to members of the Trust for their continuing assistance to 
me with advice during the year over investment decisions for the Board. 

The total of invested funds now stands at $2,553,041.

The year has been full of activity and excitement, with a very high 
profile in international and local exhibitions, and the strongest level ever 
of corporate support for the Museum, as well as with good progress being 
made in other areas of the Museum’s work. 

Exhibition Programme 

We have presented a very successful exhibition programme, with Te 
Aho Tapu: the Sacred Thread, a very full calendar of special exhibitions, 
and New Zealand’s first ever exhibition of dinosaurs. The Firth Dino¬ 
saurs. 

Te Aho Tapu: the Sacred Thread displayed the highlights of Auckland 
Museum’s Maori cloak collection, the finest collection of Maori cloaks in 
the world. The exhibition was sponsored by New Zealand Steel Limited. 
The company’s support for the exhibition, for the associated book and for 
the publicity for the exhibition ensured its success. An advisory panel of 
Maori weavers greatly helped the Museum, both in the preparation st¬ 
ages of the exhibition, but especially by demonstrating their skills to 
Museum visitors. We are very grateful to Te Aue Davis, Hinemoa Harri¬ 
son, Maureen Lander, Toi Maihi, Merimeri Penfold and Puti Rare for 
their help and support. Mick Pendergrast curated the exhibition, and 
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Some of our thousands of visitors to the exhibition “Te Aho Tapu", sponsored by 
New Zealand Steel. 
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wrote the text for the book published by Reed Methuen to accompany it. 
which featured Brian Brake’s photographs. Members of staff from the 
Conservation. Display, Education and Ethnology Departments were all 
involved in the preparation of the exhibition. 

Te Aho Tapu was the main feature of a very active programme arran¬ 
ged at Auckland Museum during the Auckland showing of Te Maori. The 
Museum also presented Maori Art Today, a survey of contemporary 
Maori art organised by the Maori and South Pacific Arts Council. Te 
Ohonga, an exhibition by the Carvers Committee of MASPAC, and 
Whakaahua, an exhibition of photographs of Maori life in northern New 
Zealand from the Museum Library, sponsored by Agfa-Gevaert. Te 
Waka Huia performance group continued their daily performances, and 
the Maori weavers demonstrated their art from July to September, and 
again in February. The redevelopment of the Maori display galleries 
reached another stage, with the refurbishing of the central gallery round 
the meeting house Hotunui. 

Stuart Park continued to serve on the Te Maori Management Com¬ 
mittee, assisting in the organisation of the New Zealand tour of this highly 
successful exhibition. Karel Peters has been the conservator for the New 
Zealand tour, and this has resulted in his being away from the Museum for 
long periods condition reporting the objects and supervising conservation 
aspects of their installation. Following the closing of the exhibition in 
Auckland, the objects were safely packed and returned to the thirteen 
museums which had originally loaned them. The fifty two pieces from 
Auckland Museum, which was the largest single lender, were returned to 
us in November. 

The Firth Dinosaurs was the most successful international exhibition 
ever held at Auckland Museum, and the first time that dinosaurs have 
ever been on display in New Zealand. The exhibition attracted 130,000 
visitors in the ten weeks that it was at Auckland Museum. Visitors mar¬ 
velled at the huge Chinese dinosaurs Mamenchisaurus and Tsintaosaurus. 
at their smaller relatives from China, Australia, North America and 
Europe, and even at the one bone from the single New Zealand dinosaur. 

Auckland Museum is most appreciative of the valuable support it re¬ 
ceived to make the exhibition possible. The Museum of Victoria, its 
Council, Director and staff; our sponsors Firth Concrete Products, Ocean- 
bridge Freight, QANTAS Airways and the Regent of Auckland hotel, 
and many members of their staff and consultants; Auckland University, 
DSIR and other scientists; Auckland City Council's parks and recreation 
staff; media and advertising people; and many Auckland Museum Council 
members, staff members and volunteers; all these people receive our 
thanks. 

Another international exhibition was FutureSight: Innovations in Art 
Holography, the first major exhibition of holographic art to be seen in 
New Zealand. The exhibition, curated by the Museum of Holography in 
New York, was brought to this country by the Electricity Corporation of 
New Zealand, to celebrate the centenary of public electricity supply in 
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The skull of Tyrannosaurus rex was one of the attractions in "The Firth 
Dinosaurs

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New Zealand. It opened its New Zealand tour at the Auckland Museum 
in January. 

The Museum also showed The Apothecary's Shelf, an exhibition of 
ceramic pharmaceutical jars of the fifteenth to eighteenth centuries. Cur¬ 
ated by the National Gallery of Victoria, the exhibition included ex¬ 
amples from several New Zealand collections, including Auckland 
Museum, and it was therefore a pleasure to be able to show them here 
before the exhibition was dismantled. Financial support from N.Z.I. Life 
and CSL-Novo Pty Ltd, as well as the assistance of the New Zealand 
Medical Association is gratefully acknowledged. 

As well as these major events, the Museum continued to present a very 
full programme of changing exhibitions in the Special Exhibition Hall, 
and sometimes elsewhere when the dinosaurs got in the way. 

Staff 

There have been a number of changes in staffing during the year, with 
some staff leaving, others joining us, and a number taking up different 
positions within the Museum. 

Reference was made in last year’s Report to the absence following an 
accident of the Curator of Applied Arts, Brian Muir. Brian returned to 
work on a part time basis in September, but found that he was not suffici¬ 
ently recovered to be able to manage the job. Accordingly, the Council 
regretfully accepted his resignation in October. Brian was appointed Cur¬ 
ator of Applied Arts at the Museum in 1978, having formerly been Direc¬ 
tor of the Robert McDougall Art Gallery in Christchurch. He made a 
valuable contribution to the work of the Auckland Museum during his ten 
years as Curator of Applied Arts. 

The vacant Curator’s position was widely advertised, and attracted app¬ 
lications from throughout New Zealand and Australia. In the face of this 
strong competition, it was pleasing to be able to appoint to the position the 
Assistant Curator Justine Olsen, who had been Acting Curator during 
Brian Muir's absence. The Assistant Curator’s position was subsequently 
also widely advertised, and the appointee Angela Lassig will be taking up 
her duties in May 1988. 

Julie Catchpole commenced her duties as the Museums' Liaison Officer 
in April 1987, but left in March 1988 to take up the position of Director of 
the Manawatu Art Gallery in Palmerston North. Although we are sorry to 
see her leave after only a short time in Auckland, she is to be congratula¬ 
ted on this prestigious appointment, one which interestingly was at one 
time held by Brian Muir. 

Several long-standing staff retired during the year. Mrs Mary 
McSweeney, the Coffee Lounge Assistant Manager, had been on the 
Museum staff for nearly twenty years. Mrs Rie Fletcher had been Library 
Assistant since 1974, and was a mine of information on Auckland history 
and especially on matters genealogical. We are delighted that both 
women will continue to assist at the Museum from time to time, so we are 
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not losing their valued services entirely. Katrina Barrett was appointed to 
Rie's position in the Library, and Geraldine Molloy's formerly part time 
position there was made a full-time one. 

John Wadham. the Museum's Extension Officer for over twenty years 
retired in November. In his long and valued career at the Museum. John 
has been responsible for a wide range of activities to extend the work of 
the Museum into the provincial areas. For the last ten years he has also 
been Curator of the Military collections, a responsibility he will continue 
on a part time basis in his retirement. Katrina Stamp was appointed to the 
position of Community Education Officer, a position created to replace 
that of Extension Officer, following a review of that position. 

Mrs Stamp and Mrs Wendy Johnstone were appointed by the Educa¬ 
tion Board in September to fill the two vacancies in the Education Service 
staff created by the retirement of Bert Cadman after thirty years valued 
service as an Education Officer at the Museum, and the resignation of 
David Reynolds after nine years service to take up a position with the 
Department of Conservation. In spite of repeated requests to the Depart¬ 
ment of Education, the Museum was once again ignored totally in the 
process of selection of the new Education Officers. Strong protest over 
this continued omission lead to the Director’s being involved to some 
extent in the appointment of Mrs Stamp’s successor at the end of the year 
under review. It has been stressed that the Museum’s objections over the 
process of appointment of Education Officers do not imply dissatisfaction 
with those who have been selected. 

The Museum’s Senior Attendant Colin White resigned following the 
aggravation of an old injury, and Attendant Jim Hooker and Maintenance 
Hand Paul O'Leary left through ill-health. The series of appointments 
following these departures caused a considerable re-arrangement in the 
attendant and cleaning staff. The Deputy Senior Attendant Jack Watson 
was appointed as Senior Attendant, and Mrs Althea Sargent was prom¬ 
oted to the position of Deputy Senior Attendant. Tim Whitman relieves 
as Deputy and occasionally as Senior Attendant when required. Peter 
Kite and Eruera Nehana were appointed as Attendants, and Mrs Cynthia 
Pocock left her position as Cleaner to become an Attendant. Jonathan 
Graves became the Maintenance Hand, and Robert Graves was appoin¬ 
ted to a joint Maintenance and Cleaning position. Cleaner Mrs Maria 
Su'afa left her position to have her baby, and Peter Kite was appointed to 
replace her. 

Jack McKinder has filled the vacant position of Botany Technician, and 
Jennifer Oats was appointed to the newly created position of Zoology 
Technician. 

Once again, and perhaps for the last time, we have been pleased to 
employ university students over the summer period under the Student 
Job Search Programme. We are grateful to the following students for their 
assistance this year: Helen Blythe, Fleur Nixon and Joanne Yates (Lib¬ 
rary), Elisabeth Callaghan (Ethnology), Sandra Condon (Geology), 
Mary Gardner (Entomology). Ann Hume (Botany), and Patrick Stodart 
(Archaeology). 
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Volunteers 

Because of the high level of activity in the Museum, we were unable to 
undertake the training of a further intake of volunteer guides during the 
year, though a refresher and interest course was run for the existing gui¬ 
des. That high level of activity however meant a lot of work for the guides, 
to whom we are very grateful. Their efforts are very much appreciated by 
visitors to the Museum, and by Museum staff. 

We were also very grateful for the voluntary assistance we received 
from our Members in relation to the book table for Te Aho Tapu and in 
the Dinosaur Shop. A willing band joined the rosters to help with these 
activities. The Museum has also been greatly helped by volunteer assist¬ 
ants in a number of Departments, including Applied Arts. Archaeology. 
Botany, Ethnology, the Library, Malacology and the Military collection. 
This assistance is much appreciated. 

Publications 

The Records of the Auckland Institute and Museum volume 24 was 
published on 18th December 1987. and included papers on archaeology 
and ethnology by Nigel Prickett and Gerry Barton, a paper on botany by 
E.B.Bangerter, papers on zoology by W.O.Cernohorsky, A.B. Stephen¬ 
son, L.Deharveng and K.A.J.Wise. In addition, a special section of eight 
papers was devoted to the results of the Offshore Islands Research 
Group’s 1982 and 1983 expeditions to the Three Kings Islands. Keith 
Wise once again acted as Editor, and the Museum's appreciation is recor¬ 
ded to him and the members of the Editorial Committee. 

Four issues of the Auckland War Memorial Museum News were also 
published. 

A third revised edition was published of Native Animals of New Zea¬ 
land by A.W.B. Powell. This Museum Handbook was first published in 
1947, with 140,000 copies produced since then. To take account of 
changes in scientific knowledge and revision of names, a thorough revi¬ 
sion was undertaken by Museum curators Walter Cernohorskv. Brian 
Gill. Brett Stephenson and Anthony Wright. Dr GiU was the Editor for 
the revised edition, which has met with an enthusiastic reception from the 
public. 

Mick Pendergrast wrote the book Te Aho Tapu. with Brian Brake's 
photographs, which were also reproduced in a series of note cards. 
Gordon Maitland wrote the text for the exhibition catalogue Whakaahua 
which Virginia Bennett produced. Curator of Display Richard Wolfe 
wrote Well Made. New Zealand, published by Reed Methuen.

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Applied Arts 

The Museum received two overseas exhibitions and one national exhi¬ 
bition relating to the Applied Arts Department collections. ‘American 
Jewelry Now' was organised by the American Craft Museum in New York 
to illustrate the richness and variety of contemporary studio jewellery 
from the United States. ‘The Apothecary Shelf curated by the National 
Gallery of Victoria in Melbourne displayed European tin-glazed ear¬ 
thenware pharmaceutical jars and bronze mortars which were selected 
from collections throughout Australasia including jars from our own col¬ 
lection. Jade of the Pacific' organised by the Southland Museum and Art 
Gallery, presented contemporary jade carving from New Zealand, Austr¬ 
alia. U.S.A.. China. Korea and Canada. 

The Department curated selected material from the Museum’s 
Tsutsumu collection for the Waikato Winter Show to celebrate Japan 
Week in Hamilton during May. 

Small displays from the ‘Details’ Jewellery Group and Auckland 
Spinners and Weavers Guild continued to be mounted within the Applied 
Arts Galleries during the year. Both groups displayed the diversity of 
craft within their fields. 

Research has continued for the Index of New Zealand Craftspeople, 
Designers and Manufacturers. An overview of the history of applied art in 
New Zealand has been achieved through the recording of contributions in 
national and foreign exhibitions between 1851 and 1940. The collection of 
biographical information on significant applied artists has begun. Other 
projects included the updating of the Mackelvie Trust deposit and the 
preparation by Mr Len Stanners of a catalogue of musical instruments 
held in the departmental collections of Applied Art and Ethnology. 

Public education activities of the Department extended into the televi¬ 
sion arena this year with my participation in the Television New Zealand 
series ‘Antiques for Love or Money’. Many talks have been given to 
specific groups concerning the collections, including an Institute lecture. 1 
contributed to a Furniture Conservation workshop organised by the Liai¬ 
son Service for Curators of New Zealand Historic Places Trust properties. 

I also attended a Textile Conservation course run by AGM ANZ and a two 
day course conducted by the Directors of Sotheby’s on areas within the 
English applied arts field. 

The Disney Art Trust has continued to fund acquisitions of applied arts 
for the collections. The main areas addressed this year include late 19th 
century and 20th century reformist decorative art movements. 

The Mackelvie Trust kindly purchased for the collections an important 
late 19th century oak sideboard made by Liberty and Company. London. 

Gifts received this year included two significant items. A contemporary 
dyed kimono by Taidenshi Hongo II of Kyoto was presented following an 
exhibition of his works at the Museum, and a late 19th century Japanese 
export vase given by Mrs Powell in memory of her husband, the late Dr A 
W B Powell, a long serving staff member of the Museum. 
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Following the resignation of Mr Brian Muir in October. Ms Justine 
Olsen, formerly Assistant Curator was appointed to the position of Cur¬ 
ator. Assistants working within the department during the year included 
Mrs Darien Mansfield. Mrs Elizabth Fowler and Mr Michael Findlay. The 
department continues to be grateful for the work of Mr Trevor Bavliss. 
Honorary Curator of Asian Arts. Mrs Judy Smith Honorary Curator of 
Textiles and Costumes, Mr David Smith Honorary Horologist and Mr Len 
Stanners Honorary Curator of Musical Instruments.

Archaeology 

The major Archaeology Department commitment in 1987 has been in 
the area of writing and publication, for long deferred because of gallery 
development work. 

A report on the department’s Brambley Collection from the Manukau 
South Head district was published in the Museum Records. An author, 
title and subject index of Volumes 1-30 of the New Zealand Archaeologi¬ 
cal Association Newsletter has been prepared for publication with Louise 
Furey. and will be published in May 1988. A booklet guide to archaeologi¬ 
cal sites in Taranaki should also be with the publisher before the end of 
May 1988. 

Major fieldwork has been a second season's excavation at Raupa. near 
Paeroa. Four weeks with a largely volunteer team occupied much of Jan¬ 
uary and February 1988. Major funding came from the New Zealand 
Historic Places Trust with support from the Museum. Field equipment 
was provided by the University of Auckland Anthropology Department 
and the Museum. Pat Stodart, who was employed under the Labour Dep¬ 
artment Student Job Search scheme, provided essential organisation for 
the excavation. As in the first season we stayed on Te Pai-o-Hauraki 
marae as guests of the Ngati Tamatera people whose support and interest 
were much appreciated. 

During 1987 work continued on a regular basis analysing material re¬ 
covered in the first season at Raupa. Assistance in this was given by a mall 
group of volunteers, and the University of Auckland Anthropology Dep¬ 
artment which provided the essential space. An historical reconstruction 
has been prepared by artist Chris Gaskin to depict Raupa as it may have 
been in the early 19th century. 

In the Museum the Archaeology Department has provided input into 
display projects in the general ethnology-archaeology area and into plan¬ 
ning for new storage facilities now under development. 

At the end of 1987 I gave up the job of editor of the New Zealand 
Archaeological Association Newsletter which I have carried out for the 
past nine years. In this respect I would like to thank successive Directors 
of the museum for their support and for the provisioh of the museum 
resources essential to the task. Special thanks to Mary Best who typed 
most of the 36 issues for which I was responsible. 
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During the year I attended the N.Z. Archaeological Association con¬ 
ference in Wanganui and the triennial conference of the Historic Places 
Trust in Wellington.

Conservation 

During the year the Department's main activity has been the prepara¬ 
tion of selected cloaks for the Te Aho Tapu exhibition. This major under¬ 
taking consisted of backing the cloaks with a special supporting fabric 
imported from Switzerland and velcro strips for fastening. The co¬ 
ordinated efforts of the several departments of the Museum involved 
resulted in an exhibition acclaimed by many as "superb". 

Other departmental work consisted of the preparation of selected pal¬ 
isade post figures for display in the main centre Maori Hall. Condition 
reporting and cleaning was undertaken on Maori artefacts for the Tainui 
exhibition at the Waikato Museum of Art and History. We also did the 
condition reporting and cleaning of the American Jewellery exhibition. 

Karel Peters, in his function as the Te Maori exhibition conservator, 
spent most of the year overseeing the installation, dismantling and trans¬ 
portation of Te Maori in the Dunedin, Christchurch and Auckland 
venues. He was also responsible for the return of the 172 artefacts to the 
thirteen lending museums throughout New Zealand, finishing in Inver¬ 
cargill. 

The Hotunui restoration project came to a temporary halt through lack 
of funding. The team of Dante Bonica, Annette Wehi and Marama Tetini 
had worked for many months on removing the red overpaint from the 
carvings. When work stopped, the poupou on the right side of the interior 
and the carvings in the porch had been finished and look very splendid. 
The efforts of the team have been appreciated. New lighting was installed 
and carpet laid inside the house while the exterior has been restored to 
approximate the original condition it was in when it arrived in the 
museum. 

In November Sabine Weik, who had been working as a contract con¬ 
servator on various projects, was appointed on contract on a half-time 
basis while Mr Gerry Barton is on half paternity leave for 12 months. 
Work has been carried out throughout the year for several departments 
such as Applied Arts, Ethnology and the Library. 

Advice has been given and discussions held with Ethnology Depart¬ 
ment staff on improving storage facilities in the Carving Store and designs 
for Maori cloak storage cabinets. 

The Department as usual provided a much appreciated service for the 
public with general advice on conservation matters. 

Sabine Weik and Gerry Barton visited Sydney, where they had dis- 
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cussions on conservation matters with staff of various museums. Their 
joint paper on ultrasonic cleaning of Maori cloak materials was presented 
at the triennial meeting of the ICOM Conservation Committee in S\dne\.

Display 


This year there was a decidedly international flavour to the Depart¬ 
ment's activities. The most obvious example of this was the highly success¬ 
ful exhibition The Firth Dinosaurs the largest special exhibition ever un¬ 
dertaken at the Museum. 

In preparation for this Stuart Park and Richard Wolfe visited the 
Museum of Victoria in Melbourne to evaluate the exhibition there. 
Angus MacKenzie later went to Victoria to assist with the dismantling and 
packing of the exhibition, to become thoroughly familiar with dinosaur 
engineering. We were grateful for the assistance of Kevin Kelly and Peter 
Schwinkel. of the Museum of Victoria, who came to Auckland for the 
assembling and later dismantling of the exhibition. 

The installation involved a great deal of carpentry and electrical work, 
to create an exciting exhibition space in the Auditorium and Exhibition 
Hall. The Australian catalogue was adapted for the Auckland exhibition, 
and designed and printed here. Many labels were produced for the New 
Zealand material incorporated into the exhibition. Fabric screens to pro¬ 
vide background colour were produced by Geoff Logan, and Virginia 
Bennett produced a spectacular banner for the Museum facade. 

A feature of the exhibition was a display of botanical specimens repre¬ 
sentative of the age of dinosaurs, arranged by Anthony Wright. 
Somewhat battered by the attentions of our many visitors, the lives of 
these primitive plants were prolonged by the use of ultraviolet lighting. 

Another international event this year was FutureSight: Innovations in 
Art Holography, from the Museum of Holography. New York. The in¬ 
stallation of these ethereal images was overseen by Paul Barefoot and 
assistant Renee Rhodes, from New York. Later, Angus McKenzie assis¬ 
ted with the installation of FutureSight at the Wellington City Art Gal¬ 
lery. 

The middle of the year was particularly busy with three major special 
exhibitions coinciding with the showing of Tc Maori in Auckland. The 
largest undertaking was Te Aho Tapu. a collection of 60 Maori cloaks and 
garments. This was presented in the renovated eastern section of the 
Maori Gallery, where the original display cases were modified and lit. the 
exterior windows screened and spotlighting and carpeting installed, in 
addition to the installation of the exhibition proper. In an adjacent gallery 
the Museum presented Whakaahua. 19th and early 20th century photo¬ 
graphs of the Maori from the Library collection. Virginia Bennett des¬ 
igned the exhibition and the accompanying catalogue and poster. In 
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February 1988 this space was used to display to Hei Tiki, an extensive 
exhibition of tiki from the collections. To provide a contemporary per¬ 
spective to the traditional arts in 7'e Maori and Te Aha Tapu. Auckland 
Museum hosted the travelling exhibition Maori Art Today. We also pres¬ 
ented an exhibition of Maori carving Te Ohonga in the Maori Gallery. 

This year has seen the completion of the central section of the Maori 
Gallery, marked by carpeting and the slating of the steps. The meeting 
house Hotunui has also been carpeted and given an effective lighting 
system. Compact spotlights mounted above the central ridge now provide 
appropriate illumination for the interior. The C F Goldie Maori portraits 
are now presented as an introduction for visitors entering the main gal¬ 
lery. An assemblage of large palisade posts and carved figures has also 
been installed. Each piece is mounted on a custom-made circular plinth, 
designed to resemble the approximate size and height of the original 
carving. 

The annual Auckland Studio Potters exhibition was moved to the 
Disney Hall of Furniture to make way for The Firth Dinosaurs, and the 
school Science and Mathex Exhibitions were held in the Geology and Fish 
Halls for the same reason. Other special exhibitions included Auckland's 
Maritime Heritage, from the Museum Library collection, and Images of a 
Frozen Continent, paintings of Antarctica by American artist Alan Camp¬ 
bell. 

The Department continued to service a wide range of Museum pub¬ 
lications. including the design and production of the quarterly "News "and 
the production of the special exhibition calendar. Virginia Bennett prov¬ 
ided photographs for a range of publications. 

Geoff Logan spent a month’s leave in Japan, during which he visited 
some 30 museums. For my part I travelled to the United States under the 
International Visitor's Programme. I am grateful to Vivienne Barnett of 
the American Centre, Auckland, for making this trip possible, and to the 
Museum Council for allowing me leave. My itinerary included the very 
largest American museums but also some of the very smallest. Every¬ 
where American hospitality was unflagging and 1 found a considerable 
interest in New Zealand and its culture. I made a number of positive 
personal contacts and hope that I can stimulate increased cultural ex¬ 
change between our two countries.

Education 

Summary of attendances: Primary 50,326, Intermediate 20,584, Sec¬ 
ondary 17,972; total 88,882. The attendances for 1987 were double the 
1986 figure. This increase was particularly due to the special exhibitions 
featured in the museum during 1987. The Firth Dinosaur display was an 
outstanding success, drawing more than 29,000 children, 74% of these at 
Primary level. Educational programmes were provided in the form of 
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introductory talks by Education Officers and the supply of a Dinosaur 
Education Pack relating to the display. From the educational viewpoint, 
the exhibition provided a unique opportunity for scientific, language, art 
and reading studies to be covered in depth. 

Many schools, after visiting Te Maori exhibition at the Art Gallery 
visited the Museum to view Te Aho Tapu, the Maori Cloak display. An 
Education kit was also produced to support this display. During the exhi¬ 
bition the attendance for Maori studies at the Museum increased from 
5,400 in 1986 to 18,200 in 1987. 

Earth Science was again a popular choice of topic for school visits. The 
majority of visitors came from the Intermediate school level (46%). 
There was an increased request by Secondary schools for Geology pro¬ 
grammes (25% of Earth Science visits). The topics requested were: Rock 
Types (Form 4); Volcanoes and Landforms (Form 5); and Geology of 
Auckland (Form 6 and 7). 

The need to upgrade the displays in the Natural History Galleries (Fish. 
Geology, Molluscs, Botany) is evident in the low attendance in these 
galleries. The high numbers of students studying Earth Science at the 
museum was due to the comprehensive classroom programmes which 
supported the Geology Hall and Auckland Landscapes display. 

Inservice courses were held for several teacher trainee groups. These 
included Balmoral science teachers, Auckland College of Education 
second year graduate courses and first and second year primary trainees. 
The Geology course for second year Science option students (10 sessions) 
was again conducted successfully. 

Planetarium attendances were: Primary. 1586; Intermediate, 2856; 
Secondary 1149, a total of 5526. The planetarium, open three days per 
week for school bookings, has been well attended and is often fully 
booked during the busy periods of school visits. The admission charge has 
been increased to $1.00 to offset the cost of new programmes. 

Programmes were planned for all schools visiting the Museum. This 
planning involved sending confirmation of the visit, planning the pro¬ 
gramme to take place at the museum and teacher information leaflets and 
student study sheets. With staff changes and the exceptional attendances 
this planning became a massive task. Towards the end of 1987 a computer 
was installed to help with the administration of the school bookings. Re¬ 
sources for teachers and students produced in 1987 included: Te Aho 
Tapu, teacher information and study sheet; Dinosaur Education Kit, tea¬ 
cher guidebook and study sheets; Holography, teacher information and 
guide; Nga Mahi Gallery study sheets; and Bird Hall study sheets. 

Exchange of Museum Loan Display cases: Provincial Schools 262; City 
Schools 747. Each of the loan displays to provincial schools are in an 
average of three different schools. The loan service has been very effici¬ 
ently operated by Juliet Hawkins. There is an increased demand by city 
schools to use the loan service. Redesigned cases have been prepared on 
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Insects. The Gum Emperor Moth. Rock Identification (4). ‘Looking at 
Teeth’, and ‘Age of Reptiles' (2). 

Many illustrations were drawn by Juliet Hawkins to illustrate the Dino¬ 
saur Education Kit, the Catalogue and the Firth Dinosaur Exhibition. 
Maps of Maori tribal areas were drawn for the Ethnology Department. 

Juliet Hawkins attended the Museum Education Association of Austr¬ 
alia’s 5-day conference entitled ‘Technology - Education and Entertain¬ 
ment' in Brisbane.

Entomology 

This is probably the busiest year I have had to report on for many years 
as both of us in the Department have been overseas. These absences have 
required preparation beforehand and catching up with a backlog ever 
since. Much research has been done as well as the usual curation work and 
extension of the collections. 

Rosemary Gilbert, the half-time Entomology technician, has had to 
cope with a great deal of work in the first three and the last three months 
of the year. Labelling and listing of incoming collections, attention to 
sending and receiving of loan collections, preparation of a small insect 
display and fumigation of collections both in the Department and on dis¬ 
play were all attended to by July. Rosemary took leave from July to go 
overseas privately until December. §he S p 0 ke with entomologists in 
Canada and brought back an interesting collection of Canadian insects. 
After her return Rosemary was able to work full-time until the end of 
March. 

During April a field trip included collecting in Taranaki and on the 
lower slopes of Mt Egmont and collecting for aquatic insects in the Levin 
area. I was able to retrieve a long overdue collection of insects on loan to a 
research specialist, and visit Mr R G Ordish the Curator of Insects at the 
National Museum. 

A large collection of Antarctic Collembola, which I have held for re¬ 
search over the past 20 years, was returned to Bernice P Bishop Museum 
of Honolulu in June and I saw it being processed there in August. 

I received a Prince and Princess of Wales Award from the Royal 
Society of New Zealand and a grant from the Council of the Auckland 
Institute and Museum. These enabled me to visit museums and research 
institutions in order to examine museum displays and to carry out re¬ 
search, and both grants are greatly appreciated. 

Starting in early August I visited Bishop Museum, Honolulu, Los An¬ 
geles County Museum of Natural History, Los Angeles and Zoologisch 
Museum, Amsterdam. Then, in two weeks I went to Zoologisk Museum, 
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Copenhagen, Zoological Institute, Lund and Naturhistoriska Riksmu- 
seet, Stockholm, and Zoological Museum. Oslo. Two weeks were spent 
in research at British Museum (Natural History) Entomology, in London. 
In France two weeks research were divided between the Entomology 
Department of the Museum National d’Histoire Naturelle in Paris and its 
Ecology Department at Brunoy to the south. I also visited the Mine- 
ralogie and Palaeontologie exhibition halls of the Museum, and a sep¬ 
arate special entomology exhibition in Paris. Then I had a week on re¬ 
search at Universite Paul Sabatier in Toulouse, southern France, and a 
two-day visit to Laboratoire Souterraine to see research in caves at Moulis 
in the Pyrenees. In Brussels I visited the Institut Royal des Sciences 
Naturelles de Belgique on the two days there. During a final week in 
Japan I went to the National Science Museum Natural History Entomo¬ 
logy in Tokyo and also Daito Bunka University at Hatoyama to the north. 

In addition, my spare-time sight-seeing was rather museum-orientated. 
I visited maritime museums in Oslo. Amsterdam and Greenwich as well 
as the old ships Wasa in Stockholm, HMS Victory and Mary Rose in 
Portsmouth. There was also the Royal Observatory at Greenwich and 
British Museum, Victoria and Albert Museum. Westminster Cathedral 
and the Tower in London, and Windsor Castle. In France I went to the 
Louvre, Musee d'Orsay, and the Eiffel Tower. Paris, and the palace at 
Versailles, as well as several cathedrals. Finally I visited cultural mus¬ 
eums in Tokyo. 

Research conducted during the tour concerned several projects on 
Neuroptera (lacewings), Coleoptera (coastal tiger beetles and aquatic 
beetles). Trichoptera (caddis flies) and Collembola (springtails). Re¬ 
search done at Universite Paul Sabatier, Toulouse, with Dr Louis De- 
harveng, revealed a new genus of Collembola which was described in a 
paper published in the Museum Records in December. 

An important part of the tour was meeting people in Entomology and 
Display sections of museums, having discussions with them and seeing 
their Departments. They and many other people were hospitable and 
very helpful. After my return writing to overseas contacts and preparing 
reports took a lot of time. My full report was completed in March and was 
presented to the Council. 

From December to February extra assistance in the Department was 
given by Mary Gardner under the Student Job Search Programme. She 
checked all the dry and wet collections, sorted samples and helped with 
many other jobs. In February and March Pat Bond also worked in Ento¬ 
mology. This was a good opportunity to re-organise the New Zealand 
Lepidoptera into present-day taxonomic order in several new insect cab¬ 
inets . Pat transferred the moth collections specimen by specimen from 
the old cabinets into new ones. The Lepidoptera collection is now uni¬ 
formly housed in orderly fashion. 

Following examination of coastal tiger beetles in overseas collections, 
further collecting was carried out in order to complete a project on this 
group. Several field trips principally for this purpose were undertaken 
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between January and March. The many specimens from these collections 
have all been specially prepared by Rosemary Gilbert for photography 
which was begun by Virginia Bennett of the Display Department. 

An early start on editing papers for the 1987 Records was necessary and 
members of the Editorial Committee kindly co-operated by reading man¬ 
uscripts sooner and quicker than usual. Editing itself was a greater task 
than for many years as. through the offices of Anthony Wright, an extra 
group of papers on three Kings Islands projects was offered for publica¬ 
tion. All papers were at the galley proof stage by the time I went overseas 
and Brian Gill kindly continued contact with authors and completion of 
this proof stage while I was away (August to October). Mr Ken Beever of 
Institute Press and I then prepared the volume and it was printed and 
published on 18 December 1987. 


K.A.J. WISE 


Ethnology 

A measure of the national and international importance of the Auck¬ 
land Museum ethnological collections are the requests for items from the 
collection to be sent out on loan for special exhibitions. A large loan of 48 
Maori artefacts from the Tainui tribal area has been dispatched to the 
Waikato Museum for a special exhibition. Several Niuean artefacts were 
lent to the Niue Cultural Centre for their inaugural exhibition. A Maori 
puppet was loaned to the New Zealand Puppet Theatre for their puppet 
museum. A Maori rock art exhibition now touring the country includes 
four pieces from the Auckland Museum collection. Negotiations are con¬ 
tinuing with authorities in West Germany for the loan of Easter Island 
artefacts to an international exhibition in Frankfurt. 

Other artefact movements have included the withdrawal of about 100 
large carvings orginally intended for the Panguru meeting house. These 
had been on deposit for safekeeping in the museum for many years, await¬ 
ing plans for their re-use. A carving found in a cave near Lake Taupo was 
placed in the museum for safe-keeping while the Maori Land Court deter¬ 
mined its ownership. The Director and the Ethnology staff have been 
involved in negotiations concerning human remains and burial chests 
from Northland. 

Continued improvements in artefact storage facilities have provided 
much easier access for study and management. With the new Maori car¬ 
ving store now fully operational, the arrangement of the total Maori col¬ 
lection is being rationalised. All the smaller Maori carvings and weapons 
have been transferred to the carving store, grouping together those parts 
of the collection most in public demand. New racks in the area behind 
Hotunui has allowed storage of some larger Maori items. 

In the main Ethnology store, some collections have been re-organised, 
while the Maori burial chests and Pacific masks and shields are now loc¬ 
ated on new racks. Plans are in progress for large flat drawer cabinets for 
the Maori cloaks. 
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Final preparations for the Maori cloaks exhibition Te Aho Tapu. occu¬ 
pied all the Ethnology staff before its opening in July. Mick Pendergrast 
coordinated demonstrations of weaving techniques by many visiting 
Maori craftswomen, especially during the opening and closing periods of 
the exhibition. Fte also provided guided tours of this exhibition for many 
special interest groups. A small Maori weaving group formed during this 
exhibition continues to meet regularly at the museum and serves as an 
informal advisory group to Ethnology staff. Te Warena Taua served on 
the Auckland Te Maori tribal committee and assisted with protocol while 
Te Maori was on show in Auckland. In September, the artefacts lent bv 
Auckland Museum for the exhibition were returned and welcomed back 
with full Maori ceremony. 

An exhibition entitled Hei tiki was mounted to display virtually all the 
nephrite hei tiki in the museum's collection. A Maori Advisory Panel has 
been established to assist with planning for the new permanent tribal art 
and history display to be mounted in the eastern Maori gallery. Mick 
Pendergrast was invited to act as a judge at an exhibition of Pacific hats by 
the Aotearoa Moananui-a-Kiwa weavers. 

Television and film crews from New Zealand and overseas have made 
considerable use of Ethnology collections and staff expertise. Ethnology 
staff have also presented several lectures on Maori and Pacific topics to 
secondary schools, special interest groups. Institute members, volunteer 
guides and university classes. Students and scholars from China, Austr¬ 
alia, France, U.S.A. and Germany have studied particular sections of the 
Ethnology collections. I finally received official notification of the confer¬ 
ment of my Ph.D degree from the University of California at Berkeley, 
with a dissertation on Maori figurative painting. 

Mary Best has again fulfilled a wide range of extra duties in the depart¬ 
ment, in addition to her usual role. Volunteers and other people tem¬ 
porarily attached to the department have contributed in various ways. 
Mrs Tupou Posesi Fanua completed her work on the Tongan collection, 
and Ropata Eruera completed his inventory of all Te Tai Tokerau artef¬ 
acts in Auckland Museum. Leith Watt has been collating information on 
the African collections. Len Stanners now has the musical instruments 
well organised. Len has collaborated with Dr Richard Moyle of Auckland 
University to produce the manuscript of an illustrated catalogue of 
Oceanic musical instruments in the Auckland Museum collection. 

With such expertise available on musical instruments, collecting ac¬ 
tivities were concentrated in this area. The museum purchased a Vietna¬ 
mese zither, an Indonesian angklung, a collection of flutes and a large 
assortment of modern Chinese musical instruments. Other notable pur¬ 
chases included a carved Maori pipe owned by Rev Charles Baker and a 
set of modern traditional Maori carvings produced by trainees at the 
Rotorua Maori Arts and Crafts Institute. Among the important gifts were 
a war belt given by Te Kooti to Rev. John Still and a nephrite hei-tiki to be 
added to the A.T.Pycroft Collection. 


ROGER NEICH 
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Liaison Service 

I commenced duties as Liaison Officer in early May. I was fortunate to 
inherit a service that is now well established with the museums in the 
northern region, and to be able to call upon the former Liaison Officer, 
Sherry Reynolds, for occasional advice. 

The N.Z. Lottery Board, through its Art Galleries and Museums 
Scheme, continued to provide financial assistance for the operation of the 
service. 

As in the past, the various services provided included: visits to mus¬ 
eums to give on-the-spot advice, evaluation of projects which ranged from 
security installations to structural additions and alterations, attendance at 
committee meetings, report writing and presentation and interpretation 
of collections; liaison between the museums and specialists for identifica¬ 
tion of artefacts, particular collection storage requirements and conserva¬ 
tion information; advice on grants and subsidies, especially the Art Gal¬ 
leries and Museums Scheme; and staff training. 

During the year I managed to visit about half of the region's museums, 
usually in response to a specific request for assistance. Visits from 
museum personnel to the Auckland Museum have also been arranged. 

Office based duties included the follow-up work from visits, provision of 
information on museums in the region to other organisations, production 
of newsletters, workshop planning and answering correspondence. I com¬ 
piled various information packages on areas of museum practice which 
the service frequently receives, enquiries about, such as registration pro¬ 
cedures and collection storage. 

Valuable information for those tasks was gained through workshops and 
seminars I attended during the year, which included a one day seminar on 
public relations organised by the N Z Historic Places Trust and the Auck¬ 
land Heritage Trust; a two day workshop on basic textile conservation 
techniques run by Valerie Carson, the textile conservator based at the 
National Museum; and the annual conferences of the Art Galleries and 
Museums Association of New Zealand and the Museum Education 
Association of New Zealand, the latter dealing with interpretation of 
collections. 

In response to a request from the N Z Historic Places Trust a workshop 
was organised on furniture conservation. We were fortunate to have De- 
tlef Klein, a specialist in this area, to take the two day session. A com¬ 
prehensive manual was prepared on the care of furniture in collections 
from the material covered during that weekend. 

A further workshop on the care of photographic collections was also 
organised, in conjunction with Gordon Maitland from the Museum Lib¬ 
rary and the Northern Regional Conservation Laboratory. 

A survey was prepared with the assistance of Rodney Dearing, Direc¬ 
tor of MOTAT, and distributed to all the museums in the region. The

general purposes of the survey are to ascertain the extent of services 
provided by museums to the public; their main concerns plus evaluate 
how well they understand the roles of the Liaison Service and AGMANZ. 
The data from the survey should prove useful in providing an indication of 
the type of training personnel require, and the kind of information the 
service needs to provide. 

During the year Auckland Museum staff assisted several new museums 
which have opened to the public, in various ways. The N.Z. Puppet 
Theatre Museum opened in Auckland in November. A small museum 
dealing in local history opened in Tuakau. When the Waikato Museum of 
Art and History shifted into its new building in Hamilton. 1 spent a week 
with the Registrar, David Woodings, helping shift the museum's collec¬ 
tion into the new storage facilities. 

In early March I resigned as Liaison Officer, to take up the position of 
Director at the Manawatu Art Gallery in Palmerston North. 

I would like to thank everyone I called upon, for their cooperation and 
support, which allowed the service to continue to promote and foster a 
high standard of museum work.

Library 

There was increased public use of the Library’s research collections and 
services. Storage space continues to be a serious problem, although Nat¬ 
ional Archives again generously provided temporary space for lesser used 
material. The Library was closed for two weeks during December and 
efforts by Library staff during this period made available some storage 
space. Although book costs rose sharply, it was pleasing to note the pur¬ 
chase of several major items. Air conditioning units were installed in two 
research areas, the Manuscript and Picture Rooms. Throughout the year 
Library staff were involved in outreach activities such as talks to groups 
and participation in seminars and courses. The addition of one full-time 
staff member did much to ease pressures on other staff. 

There were many visitors to the Library including several genealogical 
groups. Special visits were arranged for members of the Auckland and 
North Shore Groups, New Zealand Society of Genealogists. I talked to 
several groups about the Library and its collections, including the Re- 
muera Probus Club, Royal Commonwealth Society. Soroptomists Inter¬ 
national of Auckland and the Auckland Secondary School History Tea¬ 
chers Association. Gordon Maitland addressed a Seminar on Historic 
Photographs of Auckland and also chaired a Heritage Week Seminar on 
the Photographic Documentation of Auckland. Several Library staff 
members attended meetings where those involved with Maori research 
collections discussed matters of common interest. All Library staff atten¬ 
ded the Maori Language Course organised for Museum staff. Mary Fitz- 
gibbon and Geraldine Molloy attended a two-day study course which 
addressed issues relating to Maori and Pakeha bi-culturalism. I spoke on 
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the accessioning and cataloguing of manuscripts at one of the sessions of 
Working With Archives, a lecture course organised by the Northern 
Archives and Records Trust Board. Eddie Sun attended a one week Nat¬ 
ional Archives course on archival conservation and also an information 
database training session organised by the National Library of New Zea¬ 
land. 

There were several noteworthy acquisitions. The purchase of the Ento¬ 
mological Sections of the Zoological Record. 1981-86, filled a significant 
gap in our periodical holdings. A major purchase in the field of Applied 
Arts was the acquisition of the three volume catalogue of the Topkapi 
Saray Museum, a most important reference work on Chinese ceramics. 
Funds made available from the Members' Library Purposes Fund and the 
W.L.Cooke Family Trust greatly assisted the purchase of microfilms of 
the New Zealand Herald, 1957-1967. The Library now has a complete run 
of this newspaper from 1863 to 1980. The Members’ Library Purposes 
Fund also permitted the purchase of a scarce numismatic work. The Cur¬ 
rency Tokens of New Zealand, and the acquisition of Mr J.C.M. Cress- 
well’s photograph collection which includes albums of photographs show¬ 
ing North Island Maori houses. 

Many important donations were received. Mr John Barr gave many 
items, including cassette tapes of interviews with friends and associates of 
the late Mr Gordon Coates. Mr F.F.S. Wood presented a large and div¬ 
erse collection of material about the Independent Order of Reehabites. 
Photographs of Auckland in the 1930s were received from Misses C.F. & 
B.V. Green. Donations of periodicals included sets of Notornis and 
Forest and Bird from Miss N. MacDonald and copies of Mariner’s Mirror 
which were given by Mrs W. Bruin. 

The activities of the Northern Archives and Records Trust Board ensu¬ 
red a steady flow of manuscript accessions. As a trustee I would like to 
thank Mr Hugh Francis, the Trust’s executive officer for his efforts in 
locating new material. Collections which came with the assistance of the 
Trust included papers of the Farmers Trading Company, Tamaki Sawmil¬ 
ling Company, Arthur Yates and Company and the Auckland Master 
Builders Association. Other significant accessions were the papers of the 
Auckland Studio Potters and the 50th Jubilee album of the Women’s 
Division of Federated Farmers of New Zealand containing biographies of 
every WDFF president since 1925. Good progress was made with the 
cataloguing of several major manuscript groups. Eddie Sun has now fully 
catalogued the papers of Ruth Ross which contain important material on 
many topics including Catholic history and Northland history. I am grat¬ 
eful to Mrs Nancy Croad whose work has included the arrangement and 
desription of Farmers Trading Company and Presbyterian Church Re¬ 
cords, and to Miss Enid Evans for her continued assistance with manu¬ 
script cataloguing. 

In addition to his New Zealand reference duties, Gordon Maitland 
gives a great deal of time to work with the Photograph Collection. The 
results of this involvement are found in the continual flow of new pub- 
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lications which use photographs from our colletions. Last year two such 
examples were Winkelmann, by Vivien Edwards and Hokianga, by Jack 
Lee. Gordon also contributed the text for the catalogue to Whakaahua 
and had a major role in the selection of images for this most successful 
exhibition of Maori photographs from the Library. He was also called 
upon to provide illustrations for several television productions, including 
episodes of Koha. It is very pleasing to note the progress made in the 
recording of photographs through the services of student assistants. 
Joanne Yeats and Helen Blythe, who catalogued several major col¬ 
lections. Miss Betty Maddock is a regular volunteer accessioning and 
cataloguing photographs. Michael Findlay, who was employed for three 
months to identify and record selected images from the vast Sparrow 
Collection of Auckland industrial photographs.

Malacology 

The Department has continued to provide services to the public with 
identifications, advice on collecting, cleaning and storing specimens, 
scientific literature and other pertinent information. Dr A W B Powell, 
who kept up a keen interest in the Malacology Department and who 
offered helpful assistance over the years, passed away in July. 

During the year requests for assistance with information and identi¬ 
fications were received from museums and individuals in 10 different 
countries. Loans of type specimens and other molluscan material have 
been made to the Institut Royal des Sciences Naturelles de Belgique. 
Brussels, the Australian Museum, Sydney, the Institute of Malacology, 
Tokyo and the National Museum of N.Z.. Wellington. Type specimens 
borrowed during the year by the Department were returned to their re¬ 
spective institutions, and specimens borrowed by Dr A W B Powell over 
the last 20 years were returned to the owners. Specimens of ammonoid 
and bellemnoids from the Jurassic period of Kawhia harbour were dis¬ 
played in The Firth Dinosaurs exhibition. 

Visitors to the Department included Dr H. Momma, Hokkaido Insti¬ 
tute of Mariculture, to study cold water populations of Haliotidae from 
the Auckland and Campbell Islands. R. Nicol. Auckland University, ex¬ 
amined the collections for comparative purposes. Dr J. McLean, Los 
Angeles County Museum of Natural History, researched species of the 
families Liotiidae and Homalopomatinae. Mr J. Hood. Otago University, 
examined and photographed Paryphanta in his study of the dentition of 
various species. Prof. Riddle, Auckland'University examined the collec¬ 
tion of Paryphanta and the wet material of Conidae species. 

During the year I worked on the deep water Turridae from the Mala¬ 
gasy Republic for the Museum National d'Histoire Naturelle, Paris. Ex¬ 
tensive collections of midden shells from archaeological excavations at 
Khok Phanom Di. Thailand, dating from 3000-4000 B.C. were identified 
for Prof. C F W Higham, University of Otago. I also completed a short 
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biography of Dr Powell together with a list of his scientific publications 
between 1921 and 1979 and an Index of some 3,000 scientific names prop¬ 
osed by him during his career. Dr Powell's widow, Mrs I Powell, donated 
his private Journals, manuscripts, photographs and part of his library to 
the Museum. 

Mr N Gardner kindly assisted in the Department during the year. Ms 
Jenny Oats commenced her duties as part-time technician in the Malaco¬ 
logy Department. The Department has continued to provide quarters for 
the monthly meetings of the Auckland Institute and Museum Conchology 
Section. 


W O.CERNOHORSKY 


Marine Biology 

Amongst a wide range of public services supplied this year it is interest¬ 
ing to note a trend for commercial fishing operations to seek advice on less 
recognised marine organisms. This reflects new conservation measures 
and quota restrictions that now apply throughout the industry. A range of 
inquiries have sought information on various fish products, soups and 
chowders, traditional smoking processes and salting techniques. Assist¬ 
ance was given with collecting, identification and literature relating to the 
seaweed Grassileum. an inter-tidal species of sheltered mudflats. This 
seaweed is one of several thought to have aquacultural potential princip¬ 
ally as a food source from its high agar content. 

In November I was pleased to gain the assistance of Jenny Oats as 
Zoology Technician. Many of her immediate tasks for this department 
have been associated with catalogues, label preparation and gaining 
familiarity with the collections. Jenny has made excellent progress 
through an accumulated backlog of material. We are now in a position to 
commence important revision work amongst various marine groups part¬ 
icularly where modern research and literature is available. 

We hosted a number of visitors and research workers and subsequent 
loans relating to their speciality interests were organised. An introduction 
was given on the Museum exhibition Te Aho Tapu together with a private 
viewing of selected artefacts to a school group, parents and elders, from 
the Waikare district. These people, with whom I have genealogical links, 
were visiting Auckland to view Te Maori, and were also keen to visit the 
Museum’s exhibitions. 

Valuable assistance for deepwater collections continued to be available 
particularly through fishermen Bob Ching and John Walker. Fieldwork 
was completed from FV Maria Luisa fishing on the Ritchie Banks, off 
Mahia Peninsula. Despite a predominance of Orange Roughy, the targe¬ 
ted fish species, the catch included nearly fifty other species of community 
fishes from which some important material was obtained. The consider¬ 
able goodwill and assistance of the crew was appreciated. It is hoped to 
repeat aspects of this work taking account of possible seasonal changes 
and small fish escapement. 
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Sampling for intimate sub-tidal fish faunas was continued at several 
northern localities. Where repeated sampling has taken place it has been 
interesting to find a higher than expected level of discreteness about each 
community. 

A parasite to an isopod fossil of deepwater dories was published in the 
Museum Records. In collaboration with E. Dawson. DSIR Wellington, 
research on a large deepwater crab Geryon sp. has commenced. In addi¬ 
tion some new distribution records for oceanic fish species, particular!; 
the Ceratoid angler fishes will be reported as time permits. 

Throughout the year the Natural History curators have met to plan long 
term goals for resource sharing and gallery displays. 


A B. STEPHENSON 


Ornithology 

l completed the reorganisation of the bird bones (excluding moas) 
which was started in 1985. The 600 specimens are an extremely important 
reference collection. The reptile - amphibian collection (mainly spirit 
specimens) was rehoused in 3 new steel cabinets, greatly improving ac¬ 
cess. Some 60 dead birds were accepted from the public, and 100 pro¬ 
cessed specimens were added to the bird collection. M.J. Daniel. Ecology 
Division. DSIR. presented 12 spirit specimens of New Zealand short¬ 
tailed bats including type material of a newly described subspecies. 

Twenty-one researchers or artists visited the department and spent a 
total of 30 hours examining specimens in storage. I answered 545 public- 
enquiries, an average of 12 for each week in the office. The number was 
raised by The Firth Dinosaur exhibition and by enquiries that I handled 
for Mr Wise while he was absent overseas. Nearly half were bird en¬ 
quiries answered by telephone. 

I checked the page proofs of the 3rd edition of Powell's Native Animals 
of New Zealand, and prepared indexes. The 5.0(H) copies were received 
in August. While Mr Wise was absent I proof-read the Records and sent 
them out for authors' corrections. I prepared further entries for the new 
checklist of New Zealand birds, and produced an account of the Chukor in 
New Zealand for a proposed handbook of birds. 1 compiled notes for the 
1988 Rank Xerox bird calendar. 

The Firth Dinosaurs exhibition was an exciting challenge. I assembled 
vertebrate material for the New Zealand section, wrote labels for these 
specimens, prepared a New Zealand section for the modified Australian 
exhibition catalogue, proof-read the catalogue and gave several inter¬ 
views for radio and newspapers. 1 was asked to co-ordinate discussion 
among natural history curators which culminated in production of a draft 
statement of purpose for the proposed redevelopment of the natural his¬ 
tory galleries. 

The work of the department was greatly boosted by the appointment of 
a Zoology Technician. From November Jenny Oats devoted a third of her 
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time to on-going preparation of studv-skins and bones. She has quickly 
developed a high standard of work. She was fortunate to receive tuition 
from a Museum of Victoria preparator visiting in connection with the 
dinosaurs. 

In September I obtained a personal computer and printer through a 
grant from the Lottery Board. It was put to use for analysis of Whitehead 
data, and as a departmental word-processor. David Allen submitted his 
M.Sc. thesis on the behavioural ecology of Whiteheads, and I was an 
examiner. I was also asked by Auckland University to examine a second 
ornithological masters thesis that related to Little Barrier Island. 

I attended the Ornithological Society AGM and conference in 
Dunedin, and undertook to organise a publication to commemorate the 
50th anniversary of the society in 1990. Institutions visited during the year 
were Otago Museum, the National Museum and Ecology Division 
(DSIR). 

I gave an Institute Lecture on my Whitehead research, and spoke twice 
to the volunteer guides (on Bird Hall revision, and dinosaurs). I carried 
out a programme of systematic bird-counts in the Domain, and autopsied 
further cuckoos to examine their stomach contents.

Conchology Section 


Members were saddened by the death in July of our founder and patron 
Dr A W B Powell. By his dedication he made a significant contribution to 
knowledge of molhisca. This is demonstrated in particular by his mon¬ 
umental book New Zealand Mollusca published in 1979. 

We also mourned in September the death of life member Sir Charles 
Fleming. 

The Conchology Section has covered a wide range of topics at its mon¬ 
thly meetings. Guest speakers have included Dr Brian Foster who gave an 
talk on Antarctica. Dr Grant-Macky spoke on fossils. Andrea Penniket 
showed slides of Fiji. Dr Bob Creese highlighted recent knowledge on 
chitons. Andrew Jeffs reviewed the efforts of the “Save Our Snails" cam¬ 
paign.

Our own members made important contributions Bob Penniket 
showed us his excellent collection of Cymatiidae. Steve O’Shea explained 
his research in Invercargill. A member’s collection was successfully aucti¬ 
oned in August attracting keen bidding.

Field trips 
have been made to Mathesons Bay and Jim Goulstone lead a land snail 
trip to Titirangi, when the heavy rain brought out plenty of snails.

Shells 
were identified for out of town members. Shells from ancient beds in the 
Tamaki River were identified and their habits discussed. A brief present¬ 
ation on relative shell sizes was given to an invited audience concerned 
with pollution in the Tamaki River.

A questionnaire was sent to all members. The high response will be 
used to direct future activities.

NOTES TO THE ACCOUNTS FOR THE YEAR ENDED 31st MARCH 

1988 


STATEMENT OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

These accounts have been prepared in accordance with general accounting 
principles recommended by the New Zealand Society of Accountants for 
the measurement and reporting of earnings and financial position on a 
historical cost basis. Accrual accounting is used to match expenses and 
revenues with the exception referred to in paragraph (f) ii below. Reliance 
has been placed on the assumption that the entity is a going concern. 
The following particular accounting principles which materially affect the 
measurement of income, and of the overall financial position as disclosed 
by these financial statements, have been applied:- 

(a) Stocks 

Stocks in all instances are valued at cost and adequate provision has 
been made for obsolescence, deterioration, or damage. 

Publications Stocks of Guides, Leaflets etc. of a value of $15,877 
last year have been written off in the current year. Likewise, Records 
Vols. 7-19 valued at $22,511, Bulletins Nos. 3-5 valued at $1.519 and 
Reprints Vol. 21 valued at $722 have been written off. Records Vols. 
1-6 ($1,003) and Reprints Vol. 20 ($1,585) were written off as at 31 
March 1986. 

Some $40,600 has thus been written off in the current year to clear 
old stocks from the accounts. This write off forms the bulk of the loss 
in the Publications Account ($46,668). 

(b) Investments 

(i) The book value of shares and some Government and Local 
Authority stocks represents the market value pertaining at the 
date of gift or bequest. 

(ii) Overseas investments, including bank balances, have been 
converted to New Zealand currency at rates of exchange ruling 
on 31 March 1988. 

(iii) Other investments, including the Vaile Trust property at Wiri. 
are shown at cost. 

(c) Fixed Assets 

Fixed Assets are shown at cost in the balance sheet. Collections 
which have been donated or bequeathed to the Museum are not 
included due to the nature and impracticability of valuing such assets. 

(d) Depreciation 

(i) Furniture and Fittings, Displays. Equipment and Tools (includ¬ 
ing Motor Vehicles) are depreciated on a straight-line basis in 
accordance with the estimated economic lives of the assets, and 
the sum so provided is transferred to Reserve. The useful lives of 
the major classes of assets have been estimated as follows: 
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Motor vehicles 
Equipment. Plant and Tools 
Furniture Fittings 
Displays 


10 years 
20 years 
25 years 
50 years 


In prior years depreciation was calculated on the balance in the 
asset account as at the previous 1st April. This method has been 
changed to include assets purchased during the year in the 
depreciation calculation on the normal time factor basis. 

It should be noted that the crediting of interest to the 
Depreciation Reserve on a compounding basis adds almost 
another 50% to the stated rate of depreciation. 

(ii) No depreciation is provided for the Building; instead, lump sum 
transfers, as determined by Council, are normally made each 
year to building Maintenance Reserve. (Items of routine 
maintenance are charged to Income and Expenditure Account; 
expenditure of a more substantial nature is charged directly to 
the Reserve). 

(iii) Depreciation on the Vaile Trust Building at Wiri has been 
provided for at standard rates on a straight-line basis. 

(e) Trusts. Endowments, etc. 

Funds received for special purposes are placed in a reserve, and 
recognised as income in the year in which such funds or the interest 
arising from them are received. 

New Trust Funds and Funds ex the sale of the Kent Street property 
(W.L. Cooke) have been separately invested during the year. 
Trust Funds of $1,200,068 are covered by specific investments of 
$1,017,426 and $182,642 of General Investments. 

Reserves and Grants of $631,963 are represented by the balance of 
General Investments and $83,710 of Deposits at Call. 

(f) Income 

(i) Revenue from sales and services includes both cash and credit 
sales. Bad debts have been written off where appropriate. 

(ii) Investment income is included on an accrual basis, except that 
interest received from sums on term deposit overseas is recorded 
on a cash basis. 

There are no changes in accounting policies as compared with the previous 
year except as stated above.
